In 1929, Admiral 
Hooura ooeaanded the training squadron on a cruise to the United States , 
Daring hie naval career, he alee eerved aa Vice-Chief of tho Naval 
General Staff, Commander of Tokosuke. Navrl Base, Cormonder of the First 
and Third Floats, and Supreme WAr Councillor. 

Upon hie retirement frod active duty in 1937, Admiral Nomura became 
President pt the Peer* a School. He was persuaded to accept the port of 
Foreign Minister In 1939 and, in 1940, was appointed Ambassador to the 
Qslted States, where ho remsinod until repatriated after the outbreak of r 
war. While the Admiral waa not very active during the wax, ho code 
several speeches on prcmoting the war effort and was appointed to the 
Privy Council in 1944*

There is ecnie reason to bell ve that, wton he was Aafcessador 
to Washington, he was duped about the Government *e real Intention* In the 
Paelfle; At least it ooa be rather safely said that he r e p rese nt ed a 
strong conservative element in the Navy which was never very entbosiastie 
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
